Our truant officer reported 27 scholars, 16 boys and 
I1 girls; enough to make one good school, but we have 
had to maintain 3 schools, and hired Mrs. W. W. Gil- 
patric to teach her boys at home, as it was 3 1-2 miles to 
then earest school, too far for them to walk and too expen- 
sive to carry them. Our town is so situated it seems 
impossible to consolidate the schools and do much better 
than maintain three schools. 

Parents owe their children a debt they can only pay 
by giving them the best opportunity to obtain an educa- 
tion and should see that their children are prompt and 
regular in attendance.
